Informal Meeting at Washington

‘ormal character of the meeting precluded formal 
ieelsions or resolutions, which are in the com- 
netence of the appropriate bodies of the OAS. the 
meeting was marked by extraordinary solidarity 
wn matters affecting the security and weil-being 
εἶ the hemispheric system. The Ministers re- 
viewed the resolutions adopted at the Eighth 
Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of Foreien 
Athurs! the progress made in response to tiem, 
ἐπεὶ further steps witteh might be taken ro aive 
Ὁ resolutions. 

During the meeting it was manifest that ar che 
aresent juneture the most ureent of these rereth- 
ins is the Sino-Sovier Intervention tip (ΟΠ Πα i: 
mionttemph to esnvert the isha lnte ca crn 
rise for communist penetration of the Aner 
thd subversion of the democratic institutions of 
the Hemisphere. The niceting reiterstad ite ad- 
aprence to the pr rieiples of seif-determination. 
sonintervention and demioeracey as auiding stand. 
ards of relations among the Ameriean nations. 

The meeting relisted the opinion that now 
more than ever it is necessary to strenethen the 
-ystem of representative « democracy and to τος 
iouble the etforts being made to brine harmonious 
progress to the peoples ~and the eariest and mest 
fective improvement in their standard of } Living, 
within the framework of the Aflianee for Pros. 
ress, and with the most complete respect for ἢτι- 
man rights. Special consideration shall Le civen 
9 expanding markets and Increasing prices of 
Latin American primary products. 

The meeting reasserted the firm intention of the 
Governments represented and of the peoples of 
the American Republics to conduct themse! 
in accordance with the principles of tha recional 
system, staunchly sustaining and consolidating the 
principles of the Charter of the Oreanizarion of 
American States, and affirmed the will τὸ streneth- 
en the security of the Hemisphere azainst 51 ug 
cression from within or outside the Memisphere 
aad against all developments or situations capable 
οὗ threatening the peace and Security oft the Temi- 
sphere through the application of the Inter 
American Treaty of Reciprocal A (sistance af Kio

nut of their respective duties with special and ur- 
went attention to the situation created by the 
Marxist-Leninist regime in Cuba and that they 
should stand in readiness to consider the matt 
promptly if the situation requires measures be. 
yond those already authorized. 

Tn the idesiogieal strugele against communism. 
destroyer of man’s liberties, tlhe meeting expressed 
the desire that the resources and methods inherent 

the denroeratie system should be mobilized to 
oPing tae peoples τὸ readize fully the ciference 
nme demoeracy, 

The meeting weufirmed its “repndiation of re 
Dressive tifersnmes whois under the Nreve xc οἵ 
atting communism, may fneili- 
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mud methods whieh πττατηθν. co 
vepress Giiens of social progress and to confuse 
σαν progressive and demeeratic labor oreani- 
zations and enltural and polities? mavenments with 
communist <abversion.” = 

The meeting observed that the Inter-American 
regional system has had sinee its beginnings πῆτε 


aeteristies of its own that are expressed in sme- 
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mutions fer its collective security and. therefore, 
that αὶ military intervention of communist powers 
in Cuba cannot be justified asa situation anaigzous 
τῷ the defensive measures adopted in other parts 
of the Tree World in order to face Soviet 
imperialism, 

The meeting expressed the need for undertaking 
the actions called for by Resolution VIIT of the 
Eighth Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of 
Foreign Aifairs, especially paragraph 2. also in- 

eluding the use of their ships in the Cuban trade, 
in the light of the new developments taking place 
in Cuba. ΓΕ atso called upon all other independent 
eountries to review their policies in this regard. 

The meeting agreed thar it is necessary for the 
countries, in accordance with their laws and con- 
stitutional precepts, to intensify measures to pre- 
vent agents and groups of international commu- 
nism from carrying on their activities of a sub- 
versive nature. 


The meeting recalled that ihe Sevier Unian's

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intervention in Cuba threatens the unity of the 
Americas and of its democratic institutions, and 
that this intervention has special characteristics 
which, pursuant to paragraph 3 of Resolution IL of 
the Eighth Meeting of Consultation of Ministers 
of foreign Aifairs, call for the adoption of spe- 
cial measures, both individual and collective. 

The meeting observed that it is desirable to in- 
rensify individual and collective surveillance of 
the delivery of arms and implements of war and 
ἍΠ other items of strategic importance to the com- 
mimist regime of Cuba, in order to prevent the 
secret accumuiation in the island of arms that 
can be used for offensive purposes against the 
tlemisphere.

Vie meeting concurred in the wish that studies 
oe undertaken urgently, in accordance with Re- 
<oution ΓΕ of the Eighth Meeting of Consulta- 
tion of Ministers of Foreign Affairs, of the 
‘rauster of funds to the other American Republics 
for subversive purposes, the flow of subversive 
propaganda and the utilization of Cuba as a base 
for training in subversive techniques. 

The meeting voiced the traditional fraternal af- 
fecrion of all the American peoples for the people 
of Cuba and their deep sympathy for the victims 
of the present recime, and expressed the hope that 
the Cuban people may return as a full member of 
the democratic American family of nations, under 
ὁ fovernmeni compatible with the purposes and 
princinies of the inter-American system.
